The union miners have been exerting ef- 
forts to induce these few non-union miners 
to cease work’ng at the Springdale mine by 
congregating on the roads every morning

ST. LOUIS WILL HAVE THEM AT 
EACH EXTREMITY OF

St. Louis is to have two bathing beaches,

Mr. Ridgely belleves that in consideration 
of erecting a monument to Dewey on the 
Arsenal property the Government would 


At 
present it {s used only as a clothing supply 
depot for the army. 

Mr. Ridgely will at once bring the sub- 
ject to the attention of the St. Louls Con- 
gressmen and entertains no doubts that the 
grant will be made and the bathing beaches 
established.

A BODY. 


MORE THAN 350 MEN ARE OUT. 


Difference Arose Over the Payment 
of Hodecarriers Who Carried No 
Hods and Were Old Men. 


Not more than a dozen men are at work 
on the Lincoln Trust Building, at Seventh 
and Chestnut streets, and they are labor- 
ers who have no union affiliation, and whe 
are not considered by the Trades Union 
brotherhood, 

The strike, started Saturday, has spread 
until it now includes bricklayers, iron work- 
ers, carpenters, stonemasons, steam fitters 
and tile workers. ‘The nuinber aggregates 
30 men. 

No attempt on the part of the contractors 
has been made yet to supply the places 
of the strikers." Two policemen have been 
Stationed at the building to keep order, but 
their présence deesn't seem to necessary, 
for perfect order so far has been main- 
tained. 

A consultation of the heads of various 
departments of construction was in prog- 
ress Monday and some definite action may 
be. taken. 

The cause of the strike, {t is said, ts the 
men who handle the mortar and brick do 
not receive the union scale of wages for 
hodearriers, waich is at cents per hour. 
There are no hogs at the Lincoln Trust 
Building. Wheelbarrows are used to gath- 
er up the brick and mortar and the wheel- 


barrow is-sent up in an elevator, thus do- 
re away with the necessity of using hods, 
This work is done by old men who are un- 
able to do regular hodcarrier’s work. They 
haye been receiving 20 cents per hour. 
he men want union hodearrier prices to 
prevail, The old men who trundle the 
wheelbarrows are not members of any un- 
The Lincoln Trust, when completed, will 
be one of the most imposing business struc- 
tures in the city. Several weeks’ work are 
required for its completion.

FIVE NEGROES MEET DEATH IN A 
BATTLE WITH OFFICERS 
NEAR MOULTRIE, GA.

SIX OTHERS WERE WOUNDED. 


Fight the Bloodiest in the History of 
the State, Ending in Flight 
of the Gamblers, 


MOULTRIDB, Ga., Aug. 15.—Baybora, a 
little lumber hamlet, 13 miles due east of 
this place, was the scene of a bloody battle 
Saturday night between a sheriff's poss: 
and 85 negro gamblers, as a result of which 
five negroes were killed outright, three fa- 
tally wounded and three others disabled. So 
fierce was the fusillade that others, doubt- 
less, sustained wounds more or less gerious, 
but in the confusion following the pitched 
battle they were able to get away unde- 
tected. 

The fight was the bloodiest and most 
stubbornly contested in the criminal an- 
nals of the State. The officers of the law 
did not escape injury. Sheriff Fisher being 
painfully wounded in.ithe hand and two of 
his deputies crippled by the wild shots of 
the negroes, ’ 

For some time past negroes in the em- 
ploy of the Atlanta Lumber Co.’s mills, at 
Baybora, have been in the habit of congre- 
gating near the mill buildings Saturday 
night for the purpose of gambling on the

proceeds of their week's ‘abhor. At the 
appointed hour the fourteen officers as- 
sembled in Moultrie, and, choosing the 


darkest and most obscure paths, set out for 
the mills in buggies and wagons. 

The officers met no opposition until they 
arrived on the scene of the -vevelry. Be. 
tween eighty and eighty-five negroes were 
seen in little groups, huddled here and 
there, industriously rattling dice Mm the 
craps game or excitedly indulging in other 
games in which cards were employed. 
Springing to their feet, with yells of fury 
and fear, the half-intoxicated wretches 
drew their weapons and a desperate battle 
began between them andl] the Sherift’s 
posse. Those who did not possess firearms 
seized clubs, bricks or any other weapon, 
and fought frenziedly. 

Finally, the negroes lost heart and a 
stampede began. In a few minutes the 
scene was clear of negroes except for the 
dead and dying. The segroes found dead 
on the ground were: Jonn Darber, Mose 
Ephs, John Blackshear, Charles Johnson 
and Edward Lester.

The question of a provisional government for Cuba is al- 
ready occupying the minds of officials. 

A public man “who is in a position to know”. is quoted in 
an Administration organ as saying: “The United States is 
bound before the world to maintain order and good govern- 
ment in Cuba until such a time as the people of Cuba are 
themselves capable of managing their own affairs. When this 
time comes the United States, faithful to its promise before 
the world, will give the people of Cuba a fair chance to deter- 
mine what sort of government they want.”

Klinger Had Walkcd to the Him of 
the Bluff With His Uncle and Was 
Pointing to St. Louis When 
His Footing Gave Way. 


Charles Klinger fell over a Mississipp! 
River bluff near Falling Springs, on the Il- 
linols side, Sunday afternoon, and rolled 
with frightful velocity until he reached the 


water's edge, & feet below, 

Klinger died at the City Hospital Sunday 
night at 9 o’clock. The doctors 6ay death 
resulted from a nervous shock incident to 
the «terrible plunge, rather than from the 


brulses and broken limbs. 

Klinger’s right thigh was broken, his body 
was covered with contusions and he may 
have sustained internal injuries. Ile died 
befere a complete diagnosis had been made. 

Klinger was %4 years o!d and lived at 1436 
Chambers street. He worked hard as a team- 
ster, and when Sunday came he expressed 
a desire for an outing. With his uncle, 
John Klinger, he went across the river and 
strolled along the high bluffs overlooking 
the city, He was delighted with the exhil- 
arating exercise, and did not notice closely 
where he was stepping. He walked to the 
rim of the bluff and pointed to buildings in 
the city that were famillar to him. An over- 
hanging tuft of.grassy earth was all that 
supported his weight. It crumbled and he 
was hurled over the precipice. 

His uncle looked on with horror, but could 
do nothing in the way of rescue, for at this 
point the bluff Is almost perpendicular. 

Vainly he clutched at every projecting 
point of earth and every shrub and branch 
as he dashed downward, but each time his 
handhold broke and he shot forward again 
with renewed velocity, stopping only when 
he reached the marshy, sandy strip fringing 
the edge of the water. 

As hurr-edly as possible the young man’s 
uncle reached him by deecending a less dan- 
gerous path. He realized at once the seri- 
ous nature of the injury. Help was called 
and the injured man brought across the 
river to the City Hospital. He was con- 
scious and related the story of his perilous 


fall to the doctons as he lay e6tretched upon 
the operating table. 

ki.very t:me the doctors touched him he 
cried out in pain. It was evident he had 
suffered an extremely severe nervous shock, 
but the doctors went about setting the brok- 
en bones, believing that Klinger might live. 
But ‘he grew steadily worse and expired at 
9 o'clock. 

The body was turned over to the Coroner 
Monday morning. As soon as the formality 
of returning a verdict of acec’‘dental death 
ia gone through with, relatives will take 


charge of the remains. Klinger was unmar- 
ried.
